By 'tfiis system two bankruptcies are 
caused, when had A not been forced 
to procure an endorser there would 
have been but one — and, perhaps, none 
at all, since it is just possible that liad 
both nob obtained control of a lai-go 
^^suni of money by merely signing tlieir 
'"^nam8S*thoy might have refaiuod from 
.. speculation and overtrading. In a re- 
cent nmuberof the C'nnndiun Sjicrtutor, 
a weekly journal published at iMon- 
treal, wo find an article which meets 
our vie w^. go exactly that we cannot 
refrain from ti-ahsferring : 

"If a wholosalo merchant is ovur-liad- 
ing, and is consequently over-stocked — 
that is, stocked to an o.xtent greater than 
his capital— lie must sdl in order to meet 
his payments. His banker tells him ho 

■ cannot give him money to meets liis bills 
without the security of another name ack- 
nowledging transfer of value. Therefore, 
only three courses are open to him. The 
fii-st is "accommodation p.apcr," v/hich is 
deception, though not ahvaija a fraud. 

- ;The second is, to force sale of Ids present 

■ ■ ''stoolcj'^riokless of loss, by cutting prices 

or extra risks. Probably the stock h« 
holds is dis-assortcd, and if forced to sale 
cannot therefore command anything like 
''market value. Tliis is "business suicide" 
bred of despair. The third is, to buy now 
goods on credit, create new supply ac- 
50nn|%,with them, or -force them off on 
account's already dependent on liim suf 
ficieiitly to bo in his power. This is called 
"making paper ;" and it is eventually the 
most destructive of all throe. His bank- 
er thus gets Trade Bills as security, no 
doubt — but at what a cost to the general 
interests of Trade! on which ^tho intere.Ms 
and tho mtWett of banks are wholly de- 
pendent. ' The evil is made worse by such 
a course. New debts impossible to liquid- 
ate are created, and sooner or later the 
WGikest must go to the wall. If 
that course be long pursued, the crash be- 
comes inevitable. - It is time that banks 
had waked to the folly of a slavish ad- 
. Kerenco-to a rule which is to the out- 
growth of financial superstition. They 
nave it in their power to combine for 
m itu.l protection to the best interests of 
the counti-y, with whoso prosperity they 
are ino.ttricably involved. They could 
agree to probij to the bottom their weak- 
er wholosalo accounts, and if satisfied of 
their present soundness and thorough 
honesty, force them to limit trade to a 
given sum by agreeing to moot their 'bills 
meantime temporarily by overdraft, with- 
out security other than personal honour 

^andi'atlcnojvJtedge of present assets. They 
" •w6tild''fhWgive relief to an anxiety which 
is driving men to double-dealing and un- 
sound business, and allow them to give 
the energy they at joresent waste in forc- 
ing sales to a careful, prudent and 
gradual realization of assets. No doubt 
m such a process some losses would be

Govarnmontal Tyranny. 

EDrrou (.'oloxist:-— A notice was 
i.ssued in the (.lovernmput (laznttf of 
tho lOlli iMay last calling ujion pro 
emptors whose lands hare been .survey- 
ed to pay witiiin three months an in- 
stalment of 25 per cent, of the money 
due upon their claims, in accordance 
with the terms of an act introduced 
and passed by the Government last 
svinter. Cii'culars have been sent to 
their various agents for distribution, 
notifying pre-emptora that if they do 
not pay before tho 10th August their 
land and improvements, together witii 
any money already paid, are liable to 
be forfeited to the Crown without 
further notice. 

A.s far as I can learn the Govern- 
ment surveys have for the past three 
or four years been chiefly confined to 
the districts of Yale and Westminster, 
from tho fact, I presume, of those dis- 
trict.i being the most accessible and 
offering perlnps the greatest quantity 
of land suitable for settlement. At all 
events the land upon Vancouver Island 
was locked up by the Railway Belt and 
I have not heard of any township 
surveys having been undertaken in the 
districts of Lillooet, Cariboo or Koot- 
enay. 

Tlie.se districts, Westminster and 
Yale, happen to have returned mem- 
bers o))posed to the present regime, as 
I e.vpect many other districts would 
now, if thoy had an opportunity, and 
pre-emptor.s are thus imjieratively call- 
ed upon in Wcstniinster district to 
pay .'SIO and in Yale SSO, in addition 
to the taxes already ]iaid by them. 
This, the great majority of theiii can- 
not po.ssibly do, and it then rests with 
His Gracious Majesty the Chief Coui 
inissioner of Ijands and Works to act 
as ho pleases with the unfortunate 
man's property. If a political support- 
er ho may [irobably rest in undisturbed 
Ijossossiou of liis claim; if an opponent, 
lii.s claim may bo cancelled and his 
land and improvements forfeited to tiie 
Crown, though probalily tiie latter are 
tho work of years of toil and privation. 
I think the tJrown would sooner have 
the settlor than the .$10 or ^fSO, as the 
ease may be; but I presume tho A'ic- 
torian Trinity that is supposed to gov- 
ern the Province and protect the inter 
ests of - those who- Jiave made their 
lionics in it, consider that tho farmers 
of Yale and W^e.stminster are the 
proper victims to replenish the Pro- 
viucial treasury. 

In no ])revious year has the same ili.' » 
pressioii and destitution. existed in the 
interior. Ijargc quantities of grain re- 
main stored in tlio granaries, unsalea- 
ble at any price for cnsli. Most of the 
furnior.s put in large crops last year, 
anticipating railway construction tiiis 
season, and are deeply in debt for ma- 
chinery and supplie.s. Jdany of the 
poorer men had . to borrow money to 
meet -their taxeg,-. a.;trifling sum com- 
pared to thafcrthey aro now called upon 
to pay for tlieir land or run the risk of 
being-nl'ined-by forfeiture. This sea- 
son many aro cutting their grain for 
iiay, unable to hire or pay the cost of 
harvesting and thrashing. Work on 
the road.s, no matter how badly needed, 
lias completely stopped, and our pater- 
nal Government .steps in* to give the 
coup de grace. Prc-cmptors do not 
w-isli to ignore tlieir obligations and .are 
willing to jiay for their land when tliey 
can, but surely this is not tho time to 
exact ])aymont when thoy 'cannot, and 
when wo all trust wo are upopfithe eve 
of better; tiroes.- - - TranE'Oasca'de. -

Tlii^ Greek.s and Uo 
mans hail a great allection for cabbage, 
and conceived the idea, wdiich T have 
myself, that the' use of cabbage keeps 
people from drunkenness. lam persuad- 
ed that tho constant eating of ceriaiii 
vegetables kill.s till! desire for aleohuljc 
licx'erages. 

The Greek doctors ascribed all kind 
of virtues to the cabbage. It w-as 
thought to cure even paralysis. 
Book.s were eoinposeil to celebrate the 
virtues of the eatibage, and ladiivs pur- 
took of it soon after child-birth. 

The Komans thought even more of 
the cabbage than the Greek.s. 'I'hey 
aacribetl to it the fact that they could 
for GOO years do without doctors, and 
< 'ato actually maintained that cabbage 
cured all diseaw.s. 

The ancients knew .'•cvernl kinds of 
cabbage — the long leaved green cabbage, 
the hard white, so much used in Ger- 
many for "sauerkraut" or ferment 
cabbage, the ciirley and the red. This 
last seems to have held the ]ilnco of 
honor, and was lirst introduced by the 
llonuuis into Gaul, or France, and then 
brought to Groat Britain. Later tlie 
green-leaved cabbage was introduced. 

The Ci reeks were fond of aroma tii; 
.seasonings — of oil, raisin wine, and al- 
monds. They boiled or stewed the 
cabbage, and seasoned it with cummin, 
coriander seeds, with oil, wine and 
gravy, making rieii itislies of a vegetable 
which we now- boil in water, and rcrk- 
on among the plainest food. Soine- 
tliiiig like a remembrance of cooking 
cabbage among the okl Greeks, has 
come down to the modern Oiceks, for 
they stuff cabbage leaves witli dainty 
mince meat, and then stew them with 
gravy.. — •JA-.'!. Lnoh in Food and Hea/lh 
Leaves. 



An Extraordinary Change. 

The author of a series of papers on 
'Young London' in the Telegraph (Lon- 
don) records .some of the changes of the 
half-centnry. When he first licgan to 
remember things there wore only two 
railroads in tho United Kingdom. It 
took the best part of four days to get 
to Paris ; and the postage to that city 
was one and oightpence. There M-ero 
no ocean steamers; and five weeks were 
often consumed in a Journey to New 
York. Tliere were no lucifer matches 
lighting on or off the bo.\; and flint 
and steel, and the tinder-box, and 
matches ilijjped in brimstone, reigned 
fiuprcme in the kitchen; oil was still 
burnt in the street-lamps of (.irosvenor 
square. There were no electric tele- 
graphs, no jiost-olHce money order.s, no 
steel pens — in common use— no enve- 
lopes, no perambulators. There were 
no cheap newspaper.s, no .shilling 
magazines, no post-cartis, no perforated 
atainpp and counterfoils, and no parafJin 
candles. There was not a hotel in 
England were a lady could dine in a 
])ublic room. There were only two 
decent French restaurants in London. 
There were no telegraphy, iin benzol 
ino, no chloroform, no glycerine, no 
collodion, and no gunootton. Tliere 
wore no mauve and iio magenta dyes. 
There were no preserved meats, soup 
or vegetables. There-^was - but little 
chocolate and no cocoa, i^oda water 
was a shilling !i liottle. There, were 
no hansom ca)>s, and no knifeboards to 
the omiiiliUKses. Tlieie were no re- 
frigerators, and no sewing ina- 
cliinoK. There were no keyle.ss 
ncr cry.stal-cased \vatehes; no filbert 
or Breguet watch chains; no electro 
gilding nor silvering, .and no electrotyp- 
ing. The steel fork in ordinary use had 
only fwo prongs; 'Ijalanced' table 
knives were unknown. There were no 
stays that were not, instruments of tor- 
ture, and no walking boots for ladies. 
There were no_ Balbriggan nor Bal- 
moi-al hosiery, 'J'here were only a few 
\ elocipedf,s, and there were no revol- 
vers. There was no guttapercha and 
very few cigars.

Bondrii, the sister of the murderers, 
Johaiin, another brother, and AVilliam 
Landshut, a journeyman. Johanii 
Bondra received twenty-one shots and 
stab wounrls, many of thoin mortal: 
.'Vnna Bondra was shot in the side and 
her head was cut and beaten to a jelly; 
Report and his wife were both badly 
wounded, and not even thoir child was 
spared, its skull being crushed by 
blows from the butts of the revolvers, 
Tho least hurt was Land? hut, who hav- 
ing received a shot in tlio hip, sjirang 
from a window into the yard niid there 
lay bleeding. An infcenaely^ . excited 
crowd, having forceH the Sp6rs',"lEoun.^, 
the murdcrouD brotfaeru etiil' fu^ous^ 



engaged with their sa rage work, one of 
them luimmeriiig with a revolver butt 
at tlio skull of his dying 8isteiv|^; The 
inurderers received the crowd with 
shots from their fcTOVolver.s, wounding 
five persons." The poHce rescued them 
with tho greatest ditTiculty from the en- 
raged multitude. 

A portion of tho Doge's Palaco at 
Venice has boon demolished. Tho whole 
southwest angle was in a dangerous 
condition, and steps |iad to be taken 
long since to jireserve it, but the decaj' 
increased so rapidly that nothing could 
be done to .save it any longer. The 
columns were out of perpendicular ami 
tho stones of the arche:i slipping from 
their places. All had to bo pulled 
down as far as the cornice of the second 
story, a height of 12 inotros. The 
whole of this side of the buildiufj is to 
be recor.striicted.

Tlie 
garland in surmounted by an eagle, 
which holds in its talons a threa^color- 
ed streamer, on whioli is written in 
golden letters tho motto, "Not lost, but 
gone before. " 

The site of Alft-ed the Great's palace 
nt Wedinorc is being excavate<l with 
interesting result,s. Long lines of wall 
of more than onlinaiy thickness, but 
not laiil with the iie.'itiie.ss and pre- 
cision of Roman work, have been uii- 
covcreil. Numerous fragments of Anglo 
Saxon pottery, iron work, and j-ooRng 
tiles have been found. 

Apropos of tho "Oat" show in the 
House of Ooniiuons, an English paper 
recalls tln^ story of Air. Pelliain, Af, P, 
for Shropshire ill 1.^22, and the salt 
duty.

irifldn the ('tt>J of J'idoriu : 

1 Tli;\t sudrpart of tno City boundcil 
on tho North by .luhnson .street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on tlic Enst by 
Broatl street iind on the West by the 
Water Froiittigc bo horoby declared wiili- 
iii the Firo Limits of the City of Victoria.- 
Thc centre of Johnson* to contro of Fort 
from centre uf l^roail shiiU be hmits re- 
ferred tu aluive. 

2. All BtilMiu'^s hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire T.iiiiits shall have their outside 
Wall.-i and party Walla made of Brick, 
Stono or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls slwU extend four foet 
above AVivU Plato of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also cxtcml to same lieight above 
Wall Plate of Houf. Uoofa shidl be cov- 
ered with .such material as will atl'ord pro- 
tection agaiii.it Fire and the Walls shall 
bo so con.structed as to .separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior 'and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tlio height 
of Fire Wtdis, then tho Roof nmst bo 
covered with such matoritd .i.s will afford 
protection arain.st Fire. In the case of 
Gables tho W^uUa aro to bo carried up to 
tho full height of tho Ajicx of said Eoof. 
TIio term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Shed.s for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Shed.'i. 

;i. All Rcpaii'.s to Buildings conBlructud 
of brick, stone, or otlier incombustible 
materials,, shall bo made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

•I The Wooden Building witliin tho 
said Fire Liiiiit.i shall not bo altered or 
chaniii'd without tho \vritton pormisaion of 
tlie Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Ucpartnicnt, approved by a majority of 
tlie Fire Wardens, whicli permit shall 
specifv fully the alterations-or changes re- 
quirei, and no sueli permit shall be given 
if any increase will bo made by tlie pro- 
posed change or alteration in the. size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
moro than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
ollice of the City Clcrl;. 

ft. No Building within llio said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to u por- 
tion of tho same lot on wliieh it stands or 
tn a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

C. Whenever any building .shall bo by 
any moans so much injured as to be, in 
ihe juilgiiient of the Chief Engineer and 
ainajority of the Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nui.sance, or when any Wooden 
Huilding within tlie said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, he 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual v.alne, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to lie served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the s.amc forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receivfng the saino comply with the 
rcc(uirements thereof. 

7. Oil*' Slonj Buildiiuj^ — Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not loss than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, .as the case may 
bo, brick walls to be not less tli.an twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Btiildmga— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
t^vo inches thick and not less than oigli- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gr.avel, as 
the case may be. Brick T['(i?/,s— Ground 
lloor to bo not less than seventeen inches 
thick; fiist floor not less than .twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any pcrson'or persons violating any 
of tho provisions of fliis Bylaw shall bo 
doomed guilty of a misdemoanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court .shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violaticm shall be deemed 
a new oflence and punished accordingly. 

!). The Cliief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Uepartnicut and tho Firo Wardens 
aro required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw aro enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof; : 

10. This B3'la\v may be cited for idl 
purposes as " Tho Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. '
